Ban Bias On Dixie Political Junkets 

Discrimination of Negro staffers or newsmen will 
not be tolerated during Dixie vote-getting junkets 
of both major Presidential candidates, it was dis- 
closed in Washington. This marks the first time such 
a policy has been set forth by both parties. 

On his first campaign mission to Dixie next week, 
Sen. John F. Kennedy disclosed that he will carry 
his race relations advisor, Frank Reeves, a NAACP 
lawyer, and press assistant Andy Hatcher. They will 
be housed overnight, along with other staffers, in 
both El Paso and Austin in Texas. Later, they will 
fly to St. Louis and then travel to North Carolina. 

Meanwhile, a press aide to Vice President Nixon 
said Negro newsmen will get the “same courtesies 
as any other reporters.” No Negro reporters accom- 
panied the Vice President on his recent visit to Ala- 
bama and Georgia. During the last campaign, sev- 
eral Negro reporters abandoned coverage of Adlai 
Stevenson in New Orleans after campaign aides re- 
fused to house them with other newsmen. 
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Memphis Cops To Add 12 Negroes, Prowl Car 

Declaring that they will be used strictly to patrol Negro 
areas, Memphis Police Com. Claude A. Armour announced 
that plans are set to hire 12 Negro cops and to provide 
the first Negro-manned police prowl car. The first addi- 
tions to the complement since Negroes were originally 
hired in 1948, Com. Armour said that the 12 would bring 
the total Negro strength up to the original 20. 
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1 NEGRO DEAD, 70 PERSONS HURT 


With one Negro dead, about 70 persons injured and at 
least $8,000 worth of property damaged by rocks, clubs and 
gasoline bombs, the time had come last week for the 
245,000 citizens in Jacksonville, Fla., to close the barn door, 
even though a wild bull had already escaped. Police Chief 
Luther Reynolds promised he would arrest white ruffians 
after Negro leaders scorched him with charges that police 
“folded their hands” while whites beat Negroes. The local 
Ministerial Alliance announced it was forming a bi-racial 
committee, despite warnings from Mayor Haydon Burns 
that it would not have official sanction. The NAACP Youth 
Council postponed its sit-ins “to allow time for a return 
to the normalcy of rational thinking and action.” 

And Municipal Court Judge John Santora, who fined 83 
persons (57 Negroes) an average of $75 each, promised 
stiffer penalties for future “trouble makers.” His biggest 
sentence had already gone to NAACP member Richard F. 
Parker, 25, a white man. 

Stepping before the judge, Parker was met by Asst. Chief 
of Police H. V. Branch, who briefed Santora on Parker’s 
sit-in protest background. When Judge Santora said, “So 
you’re one of the fellows leading those riots,” Parker an- 
swered: “I’m not leading them. They are nonviolent, pas- 
sive resistance.” 

The young man identified himself as a Florida State Uni- 
versity student and a Massachusetts native. “Why didn’t 
you stay up there?” Santora asked. In his reply Parker 
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Seek Identity Of Negro Body Fished From Tenn. Lake 

In Winchester, Tenn., state police sought to unravel the 
mystery surrounding the death of an unidentified Negro 
whose bullet-riddled body had been tied to a limestone 
rock and sunk for about 10 days in a lake. The victim 
was identified earlier as William E. Nance, 26, of Decherd, 
Tenn., but Nance’s brother told police that Nance was 
alive and well in Ft. Lauderdale, Fla. 
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IN JACKSONVILLE RACE RIOT 
was saying “I’m a member of the National Association for 
the...” 

Before he could finish the sentence, Judge Santora inter- 
rupted the testimony and sentenced Parker to 90 days in 
jail. 

While waiting in a court corridor for transfer to a city 
prison farm, Parker became embroiled in an argument 
over racial equality with another white prisoner, Adrian 
M. Imus, 21, then suffered a fractured jaw and the loss of 
two teeth in an ensuing fight.

University, told Atlanta police that an 
unidentified woman (apparently white) called her house 
early in the morning and threatened to kill her “if we 
came to her church and sat in.” Mrs. Bond, whose hus- 
band is dean of Atlanta University’s School of Education, 
told Jet that the woman—who first talked to her son, 
James, 15—apparently called after the Atlanta Constitu- 
tion printed a letter to the editors written by her husband. 
In the letter, Dean Bond lauded the State for finding ac- 
commodations for a family from Pakistan, but asked why 
he, a Negro living in the State, couldn’t get consideration. 
Mrs. Bond said she didn’t take the threat seriously, but 
reported it to police as a routine matter. 


Will Name Negro Federal District Judge: Kennedy 
Democratic Presidential candidate John F. Kennedy 
promised a delegation of the National Bar Assn. in Wash- 
ington, D. C., that he would appoint the first Negro Fed- 
eral District judge if elected. Noting that there are more 
than 4,000 Negro lawyers in the country, Kennedy said 
only three Negroes serve on Federal benches and that no 
Negro has ever been appointed as 4 Federal District judge.

Sit-Ins Move To Porches Of Unregistered Voters 

In East Chicago, Ind., Atty. W. Henry Walker announced 
that his non-partisan group would begin staging sit-ins 
on the porches of unregistered Negroes in four Indiana 
cities to shame them into registering to vote. Under the 
banner “Have Vote, Must Register,” sit-in squads will 
make sorties in South Bend, Fort Wayne, Indianapolis, 
Gary, and eventually every city throughout the state. An 
estimated two-thirds of the 100,000 qualified Negro voters 
in Indiana are unregistered. 


Jackson, Miss., Hires 1st Negro Cop Since 1800s 

Jesse Leon Massey, 44, was hired by the City Commission 
as a youth officer and became the first Negro policeman 
in Jackson, Miss., since Reconstruction. Jackson has one 
Negro policewoman assigned to traffic duty at an elemen- 
tary school. Massey’s salary is $257.48 monthly, a $15 in- 
crease after 90 days’ satisfactory service. 


West Virginia Man Appointed Court Counselor 
Earl B. Brown, 27, was added to the probation staff of 
Kanawha County (W. Va.) Juvenile Court as a counselor. 
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Rev. M. L. King Jr. Won’t Publicly Back Either Party 

The Rev. M. L. King Jr. said he has decided not to 
endorse either candidate publicly, because “there is a 
tendency of a lot of people to think endorsement means 
a lot of money has changed hands, and I don’t want that. 
Furthermore, I think some of us*have to stand aloof from 
both parties where we can criticize impartially.” The 
Rev. Mr. King said he believes a significant “revolution” 
is taking place among the Negro masses and that more 
and more voters are going to take their cue from leaders 
they believe have no direct political or financial interest 
in seeing either candidate win.

Doctors Take Part In Atlanta Store Picketing 

Members of the Atlanta Medical Assn. picketed two At- 
lanta A. & P. food stores, where an estimated 90 per cent 
of the business is Negro. The markets have been regularly 
picketed by members of the student Committee for Appeal 
on Human Rights since last May. The pickets seek the 
hiring of Negroes as cashiers, butchers and stock clerks, 
but the chain outlet has, as yet, offered no concessions, 
according to Benjamin Brown, head of the Committee’s 
Action Committee. Dr. Albert M. Davis, past president of 
the Medical Assn., said the doctors picketed from 2 p.m. 
until 6 p.m. on the first day. He estimates that a “60 per 
cent” slump in business has resulted.

Negro Medics Seek Secret Of Soviets’ Long Life 

The 20-person delegation of the National Medical Assn. 
met with Russian medical experts in Moscow in an effort 
to discover the long life of Russian citizens. Reportedly, a 
million persons 100 years old or more live in the Soviet 
Union, but Russian experts privately admitted some of the 
claims had been exaggerated. At the Institute of Surgical 
Medicine, the delegation, which is headed by Dr. Edward 
Mazique of Washington, D. C., retiring president of the 
5,000-member N. M. A., observed as lecturer-surgeon, Dr. 
Vasily Axdrosov, removed a stomach ulcer with a new 
suturing device which lessens abdominal operations by 
two hours. 


Swiss University Graduates Ist Negro Doctor 

In Switzerland, Dr. C. R. Wise, 30, received a medical de- 
gree from the University of Lausanne and became the 
first Negro to be graduated from the Swiss medical school. 
Dr. Wise, who received the Bachelor of Science degree 
from Fisk University, also studied at the Universities of 
Paris and Frieburg (Switzerland) before going to Lau- 
sanne. He will begin a one-year internship at the New 
Britain (Conn:) General Hospital Nov. 1.

Postpone Integration Of New Orleans Ist Graders 

In New Orleans, U. S. Judge J. Skelly Wright postponed 
from Sept. 7 to Nov 14 the integration of.7,000 Negro and 
4,000 white first graders despite protest from NAACP at- 
torneys. Judge Wright said he had been impressed with 
the “sincerity and good faith” of four school board mem- 
bers who pleaded for the extension. Earlier, a three-judge 
Federal court—which included Wright—prohibited Gov. 
Jimmie H. Davis and other state officials from interfering 
with integration and cited State Atty. Gen. Jack Gremil- 
lion for criminal contempt after he called the court a “den 
of iniquity.” 
Indians Stage ‘Squat-In’ At N. C. White School 

In Dunn, N. C., seven Indian children, protesting a 70- 
mile-daily round trip they have to make to a segregated 
school, staged a sit-down at the all-white high school. 
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Spottswood Robinson Named Howard Law Dean 

Richmond lawyer Spottswood W. Robinson III, 44, one 
of the important counsels in the Supreme Court school 
desegregation suit, was named dean of the Howard Uni- 
versity Law School in Washington. A 1939 Howard law 
grad who achieved the highest scholastic average in the 
school’s history, Atty. Robinson succeeds Dr. James Na- 
brit, recently named the institution’s president. A veteran 
lawyer, Atty. Robinson also handled litigation involving 
discrimination in housing, recreation and interstade 
travel. 


White Prexy Beaten, Drop Miss. College Plans 

In Union, Miss., the Church of God abandoned plans to 
build a Negro college following a beating of the white 
president, the Rev. J. H. Germany, 47, by a mob of about 
20 white men. The minister was hospitalized with cuts and 
bruises. A local businessman, whom the Rev. Mr. Germany 
said was the leader of the mob, claimed he knew nothing 
of the beating, but added: “Somebody down at the barber 
shop told me a brick wall fell on Germany.” 





Say Whites ‘Misunderstand’ Negro Aims 

Two southern educators told delegates to the 
American Sociological Assn. meeting in New York 
that southern whites generally lack an accurate idea 
of what the Negro is seeking. Reporting on results of 
a random sampling of southern adults of both races, 
Dr. Charles M. Grigg and Dr. Lewis M. Killian, both 
of Florida State University in Tallahassee, said 
whites revealed wide differences of opinion on the 
subject. Whites who had not gone beyond high 
school (79 per cent of the sample) believed that Ne- 
groes wanted school desegregation—hence, “social 
equality’—most of all. However, the Negroes listed 
their preferences in this order: 1) job opportunities; 
2) legal equality; 3) integration -of busses and sports 
events; 4) integration of schools; 5) equality in vot- 
ing and 6) freedom in personal relations. 























Pick Oberlin Grad For Korean Red Cross Program

In Houston, Texas, registration opened two days before 
the scheduled date in the kindergarten and first grade of 
the city’s 144 public grade schools, which are under a 
Federal court order to integrate, but only three Negroes 
reportedly tried to register at white schools. School Supt. 
John McFarland said he expected the majority of between 
4,800 and 5,000 Negro first-graders to enroll in Negro 
schools.

Toronto Negro Couple Charges Hotel Discrimination 
A Toronto Negro couple, the Clarence Lewseys, filed a 
complaint under the Ontario Fair Accommodations Act 
charging they were refused “accommodation, services and 
facilities” at Muskoka’s Bigwin Inn, a resort hotel, “be- 
cause of race and color.” The hotel denied the Lewseys 
sought accommodations. 
Boycott Biloxi, Miss., Store Owner Out Of Business 
In Biloxi, Miss., white supermarket owner Claude Trahan 
39, revealed his $45,000 store and attached apartment has 
been up for sale for three months because Negroes boy- 
cotted him out of business. Denying that he had partici- 
pated in a riot last May in which whites drove Negroes off 
the Gulf Coast beach, Trahan said: “It’s all a misunder- 
standing. I was at home while the riot was going on.” 
Several Negroes, however, claimed they saw Trahan on 
the beach.

Chicago Insurance Exec. Gets Masters Degree - 

Murray Marvin, executive director of the Chicago- 
based National Insurance Assn., was awarded the master’s 
degree in business administration from the University of 
Chicago, becoining the first Negro to complete a special 
executive development program offered only to established 
executives. A graduate of West Virginia State College, 
Marvin was chosen to organize NIA (which represents 51 
major Negro companies) in 1950. He will organize an NIA 
executive program similar to the two-year course he com- 
pleted at the University of Chicago. He is also director 
of the NIA-sponsored Agency Management School con- 
ducted for two weeks each summer at Tennessee A. and I. 
State University for insurance personnel. 
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Ailing Jane Hunter’s Estate Totals $380,000 
Declared mentally in- 
competent because she 
refused medical atten- 
tion, 77-year-old Miss 
Jane Hunter, founder of 
Cleveland’s Phyllis 
Wheatley Assn., was re- 
vealed to have amassed 
an estate valued at $380,- 
781, according to an-in- 
ventory filed in Probate 
Court by her attorney 
and guardian, Charles N. 
Hadley. Miss Hunter, 
who has six relatives, 
was hospitalized at 
Cleveland Clinic. She is 
the daughter of a former : 
South Carolina slave. A man, Miss Hunter posed 
social worker, Miss recently under her portrait. 
Hunter went to Cleveland in 1905 with $1.75 on her per- 
son; kegan the Association—a social, cultural and civic 
center primarily for Negro women—in 1937; published her 
biography, A Nickel And A Prayer, in 1940.

Dorothy Johnson, mother of one, was placed on probation 
after receiving a five-year suspended sentence for her 
second conviction in three years on charges of performing 
an illegal abortion. Judge James K. Cullen, who noted 
Mrs. Johnson had been sentenced to 18 months on her 
first charge, said he believed she still can be “salvaged.”

Pay Women Not To Have Babies—Sociologist 

Paying women not to have babies was suggested 
as a method of birth control in over-populated areas 
of the world by a University of Kansas sociologist, 
Prof. E. Gordon Erickson, at an annual meeting of 
the American Sociological Association in New York. 
Erickson proposed making cash grants to would-be 
mothers in inverse proportion to the number of chil- 
dren they bear. The fewer children, the more money 
they receive, Erickson suggested. He based his pro- 
posal on a study he made of the population explo- 
sion in the islands of the West Indies Federation. 
He found that while 85 per cent of births were 
illegitimate, 78 out of 100 girls disfavored bearing 
children before marriage. ’

Sit-ins and other forms of peaceful protests against seg- 
regation were recommended by the Board of Control of 
the National Catholic Conference for Interracial Justice 
as “. .. a morally legitimate form of activity.” The rec- 
ommendation “to our fellow Catholics” was made by the 
newly-formed conference of lay groups in St. Louis. 


12 U. S. Negro Catholic Priests Ordained In ’°60 

A record 12 American Negroes were ordained in the 
Catholic priesthood in 1960, according to a national survey 
conducted by the Society of Divine Word Missioners in 
Bay St. Louis, Miss. The previous high was 10, ordained in 
1958, the survey stated. Four of the 12 were converts to 
Catholicism. The survey showed the number of U. S. 
Negro priests has increased to 106. Some 50 Negro semin- 
arians will be candidates for ordination up to 1966.

The result is a kind of honest a 
imperfection as East, in his book (pub- P. D. East 
lished by Simon and Schuster: $3.95) examines his Mag- 
nolia Jungle, himself, and the bitter fruit of his works. 
8B East, the editor and East the author provide a straight- 
forward account of his upbringing and his newspaper 
work, liberally spiced with wholly quoted humorous shots 
at segregation, hate groups and whatever else might have 
struck his fancy or irritated his ulcer. 

@ If you have met the man in person, or through his 
paper, you are bound to join his suffering as he makes the 
agonized attempt to decide what is his place in the scheme 
of things. East is that kind of man—a kind whose philos- 
ophy of life has not come easily and is sometimes haltingly 
expressed after the fashion of one who must weigh, delib- 
erate, and carefully choose each step that leads him to the 
brink of disaster. 

B Despite his self-deprecation, there are doubtless many 
people who know where East has been, though few have, 
chosen to follow him there. It is unfortunate that where 
he is going, unless Mississippi changes mightily, his pass- 
ing will be marked only by his solitary footsteps.—F.H.M.

About 40 per cent of 
the men’s U. S. track and field team are Negroes; 13 out 
of 18 of the U.S. women’s team are Negroes. Grigorin 
Kukushkin, director of Russia’s Central Board for Training 
Athletes, and Vassily Kuznetsov, the Soviet Union’s decath- 
lon champion, added that Negroes have “special physical 
endowments for sports.” However, Steve Witkowski, head 
trainer of the U. S. Olympic team, disagreed with the 
theory.
